gencies as to -the means ot reach- 
ing the ends upon which all are 
•greed."

"We are as determined as any 


of our allies that Germany should 
make reparations for damages of 
the great war to her fuHest capa- 
city. 


"But," he said, "we are convin- 


ced that measures which will re- 
sult in the ruin of Germany will 
be fatal to England, her allies and 
the whole of Europe."

their wheat for a livelihood." said 
Mr. Bradfute. "Unless there is an 
immediate upward turn of the mar- 
ket for which at present, I can see 
no hope there" will be\ nothing tor 
these fanners to do except throw 
up their hands and quit 
or put 


themselves heavily in debt in or- 
der to survive uutU better prices 
prevail. 


"Dollar wheat in Chicago means 


that the farmer is unable to pur- 
chase the necessaries for himself 
and his family. 


"The farmers' purchasing power 


is based on 
the price 
his wheat 


brings. When it is low, he has to' 
deliver more wheat 
to secure a 


dollar's worth of merchandise. The 
more wheat he has to deliver for 
each dollar's worth, 
the quicker 


his supply is exhausted and 
the 


less he gets for his money."

loss to the farmer in revenue from 
wheat based on a crop of SCO,000.- 
000 bushels has been approximate- 
ly 80,000,000 during the past two 
weeks when wheat dropped from 
$1.10 a bushel to its present level

The immediate effect of this, he 
said, will be to benefit the consum- 
er slightly for the time being by 
causing cheaper flour and its pro- 
ducts, but the ultimate effects will 
•be to cause the consumer 
to pay

Mr. Gary's statement that the steel mills of the 


United States Steel Company will obliterate the, 
twelve-hour day when there is a surplus of labor, will! 
not give very much relief to the workers in the steel! 
mills who are away from home now thirteen or fourteen 
hours a day with twelve of them in the mill. 


It wifl be recalled that Mr. Gary desired a change 


m- the^. immigration law some time ago so that there 
would, be a sorrjlus of labor. The thing that nearly 
everybody else is working against in the country is a 
surplus of labor. A surplus of laljpr means cheap la- 
bor; it means dissatisfied labor; it often means under- 
paid labor, and it is an undesirable condition and Mr. 
Gary says when this undesirable condition is reached he 
willfavor doing away with the twelve-hour day. 


He has made a mental surrender in all of his argu- 


ments" in favor of the twelve-hour day now and if he 
believes, as he evidently does believe, that the eight- 
hour shift is better for the men, it should be installed at 
once. 


Mr. ^Gary's, .statement has come as a result of the 


pressuv&of prsfflic sentimental! the country. The truth 
is that the strike four years ago while apparently lost, 
was really won, because while they were unable to win 
over the directors of the Steel Company, they did win 
over the people of the country and this is a government 
of public opinion. No institution can long run against 
the sentiment of *th*e country. Mr. Gary is recognizing 
that—he is.admitting it; but he does not surrender. He 
is making-it possible for himself to surrender later or 
to make a respectable retreat, but you cannot claim he 
has done it yet. The twelve-hour shift will remain in 
the steel inctastry^for?some time to come.
